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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
No.6,164,528 to Hills et al. in view of the examiner taking official notice. 

As per claims 1,8, 15, 21, 26, Hills et al. discloses a host computer (col. 10, lines 

25-30), a first electronic device (col. 10, lines 26-30), a second electronic device 

(fig. 2, item 312). Hills et al. do not specifically disclose a stylus The examiner takes 

official notice that it is a well known feature to a stylus with a sensor. A typical example is 
security entrances where people acquire access to the entrance by use of a badge or card to 
estabhsh their identify. 

As per claims 2, 3, 9, 10, 16, 22, 27, 28, it is further known to use a fingerprint at a sensor 
to acquire information concerning the identity of a person, e.g., as mentioned above. 

As per claims 4-7, 11-13, 17-20, 23, 24, 29-32, the features in these claims are also very 
well known. Namely, a wireless device could be a cell phone that is programmed with a ID, a 
customer record could be an ID card, as well as a point of sale scanning a fingerprint or eye part.

As per claims 14 and 25, security checkpoints are extremely well known in the art, e.g., 
building entrances, transportation vehicles, just to mention a few.
